DENVER, Col., July 29.— The Tribune’s 
Santa Fe advices from Mexico state that the 
Ist instant Col. Adolf Valles, in command 
of three hundred and seventy cavalry and one 
hundred and fifty infantry, Federal troops of 
Mexico, attacked the Apaches under Victoria, 
about forty miles from old Fort Quitman.

THE TUNNEL VICTIMS.

No blamecan be attached to the 
citizens of Moberly, asthe mob, numbering 
more than a hundred men, were citizens of 
other counties.

HEADS WITHOUT-BODIES.

Ihe Strange Affliction of Two Broth- 
ers. 
Columbus (O.) Cor. Cincinnati Commercial. J 

Said Dr. Drury, a well-known physician 
and scientist of this city, to the writer vester- 
day: Come with me and I will show you 
two of the most wonderful curiosities to be 
seen anywhere.“ Without asking any ques- 
tions the young man of the Commercial got 
into the Doctor’s carriage at his bidding, and 
after a half hour’s ride got out of the carriage 
at the Franklin County Infirmary, situated in 
the southeastezp suburbs of this city. Pass- 
ing around tj], Infirmary buildings, which 
are ase crronnacd by trees, grape 
arbors and the like, tothe rear of the buila- 
ings, the curiosities were reached. Seated in 
an arm- chair was a boy of nineteen, of the 
ordinary beight of boys of that age. The 
head and face were the first looked at, of 
course. The head was large and 
crowned magnificently with intense black 
hair. The face was unusually round and full, 
the complexion sallow, the eyes very large, 
biack, brilliant and intelligent. 
the face denoted extreme good health. But 
leave the head and face and look at the body 
and limbs. There were none, almost literal- 
ly. The large healthy head was the living 
head of a shadowy body, an actual skeleton. 
His thin shirt and pants did not hide the 
bones. Drawing up his shirt sleeve the 
shadow of an arm was revealed. Every bone 
could be distinctly seen. The transparent skin 
was drawn around them perfectly tight. The 
largest part of the arm, the biceps, was scarce- 
ly us large as the writer’s two smallest fin- 
Zers. The skin also adhered closely to the 
joints at the elbow and shoulders. Passing 
the band over the body of the _ shirt 
the chest bones, ribs and other parts of the 
freme could be felt plainly. The same coadi- 
tion was observed everywhere. Heb thigh 
was spanned by the writer’s thumb and fore- 
finger. His feet, which were encased in loose 
cotton stockings. were alike devoid of mus- 
eles and flesh. There was a faint trace of 
muscle on the inside of his ankies, and this 
muscle pulled the footin as though he was 
ciub-footed,. The toes were entirely beyond 
nis control, and the marvelous anatomical 
mechanism of the human foot was clearly 
verceptible to the naked eye. 

There was not a vestige of color in either 
the body or limbs, excepting the blue tracing 
ot the veins, and in the shades cast by the 
vital parts. Atl tbese parts were plainly dis- 
cernible with the aid of a spectroscope. 

Passing through a door which led from the 
porch, a small room was entered. There were 
Awo small beds in tbis room. Lying uponone 
oftbem was an exact counterpart of the liv- 
ing bead and skeleton above described. Tae 
sume large head, black hair, full round face, 
sallow complexion, black, brilliant, intelli- 
gent eyes, the same features precisely, the 
same skeleton. Indeed it was hard to realize 
that it was not the same creature seen on the 
porch. The writer, to convince himself, 
stepped tothe door, where hejcould see both 
bovs. Yes, there they were, counterparts of 
one another. Comparing them closely, how- 
ever, asdight difference could be seen. The 
boy on the bed looked a trifle the oldest, while 
there were slight depressions at the corners 
of his mouth that were not to be seen in the 
otber. 

The writer stood and looked fora time in 
amazement and silence. He had seen one or 
two living skeletons in side shows, but those 
creatures Were men, and moved about, show- 
ing some strength. Their faces, too, were 
entiely different. They were thin and gaunt, 
and could searcely be looked at without a 
sbudder. But here were two young boys, 
with full faces and healthy looks. Finally. 
turning to the doctor the writer asked for

Danville, a little village ten miles south of 

Hillsboro, has been the scene of some stir- 
ring, startling events during the past three 
or four days. A short distance from the vil- 
lage is a camp-ground, and the colored Bap- 
tists of Wilmington have been holding camp- 
meeting there for a week orten days. They 
claim that they leased the ground for the pur- 
pose, and were quietly conducting the meet- 
ings, when a gang of rufflaus, inflamed with 
Hillsboro whisky, undertook to break up the 
meetings and @rive the colored Christians 
from the grounds. The first difficulty oc- 
curred Friday night, but no serious 
damage was done. On Saturday night 
a raid was made by the Dickman 
white party, which left Hillsboro about 9 pv. 
m., loaded with whisky. The ruflians began 
their work by a dispute with the gate-keeper, 
the rules of the grounds requiring an admis- 
sion fee. In a short time the place of prayer 
and exhortation was a pandemonium of - 
tol-sbots and impious adjectives. Clubs, 
knives, stones and vistols were used freely; 
blood flowed, seats were broken, movables of 
all kinds demolished, and for a time it 
looked as if a general massacre would be the 
result. The colored people fought bravely, 
and succeeded in driving off the foe. Of the 
ruttians, Bill“ Dickman was found to be 
shot through the abdomen, the ball coming 
out at the back. He will probably not recov- 
er. James White was badly beaten and 
bruised, his wounds being principally about 
the head. The colored folks were more for- 
tunate, none of them being hurt to any ex- 
tent. 

The battle was renewed on Sunday after- 
noon, the whites being reinforced largely tn 
number. An eye-witness says there could 
not have been less than 200 in the attacking 
party yesterday. Itis claimed by the Dan- 
ville people that the colored folks brought 
some women of loose character to the camp, 
ana that their conduct was so outrageous that 
they determined to break up the meeting and 
drive the colored folks away. They have suc- 
ceeded, as the meeting came to an end last 
evening, but not until a terrible and bloody 
fight had taken place. It was a general 
melee, in which all kinds of weapons were 
used, but the full extent of injuries cannot be 
ascertained, owing to the confusion, during 
which many ofthe participants took to the 
woods. One man says he saw a fellow 
with a carbine sboot three times into a wagon- 
load of colored people who were fleeing from 
the place. A colored woman in the wagon 
was seen toclap her hand to her head and 
then tumble over on the bottom of the wagon. 
This same load wus seen afterward passing 
along the road toward Wilmington at fuil 
speed. A man and a woman were stretched 
at full length in the wagon, and pieces of 
hymn-book leaves covered with blood were 
strewn along the road. These, it is supposed, 
had been used to stanch the blood from the 
wounds of those in the wagon. No authentic 
statements bave been obtained from the 
wounded, though there are rumors that sev- 
eral persons were fatally hurt. No arrests 
have been made, nor is there any probability 
that there will, asthe Danville people seem 
satisfied to have broken up the meeting and 
driven off the participants. The report te- 
uight is that Dickman is dying. Nothing 
bas been heard from the party of colored peo- 
ple who were shot in the wagon.

this city, and Dr. C. L. Grant, of Saratoga, 
creditors of the estate, and objectors of record 
to the account of the executors, said yester- 
day: »The account was a great surprise. It 
makes the total amount on hand to pay claims 
pending $14,750 28, and sets forth the sum of 
the outstanding indebtedness, or at least of 
the claims against the estate deemed payable, 
as $54,535 19. This figuring, of course, gives 
the creditors a poor prospect of a small divi- 
dend, leaving Mrs. Morrissey and Senator 
Morrissey’s sisters entirely out of the ques- 
tion. Objection was made to the account, 
anc we were given until to-day to file our 
formal objections. Surrogate Peters also di- 
rected the executors to appear in his court 
for examination in regard to the objections 
on September 8. Our objections were filed in 
Surrogate Peters’ office to-day by my associ- 
ate, Mr. Foley, of Saratoga. 

„There are twenty-two objections, aver- 
ring specifically that the executors do not 
charge themselves inthe account with sums 
which are properly a part of the assets of the 
estate. It is averred that due diligence was 
not exercised in dealing with those against 
whom Senator Morrissey held claims at the 
time of hia death, including Messrs. Spencer 
& Reed of Saratoga, and James O’Brien and 
Solomon Mehrbach, of this * * Specific ob- 
jection is made to the sale of the partbership 
property in the club- house in Saratoga, in 
May last, for only $1,887 21. Particular ob- 
jection isurged to the payment of $15,861 35 
to J. D. Prince & Co., stock brokers of this 
city, as the principal and interest of a debt 
contracted by Senator Morrissey and secured 
by the bypotbecation of 152 shares of the 
stock of the Saratoga Racing Association and 
fifty-four shares of the stock of the New York 
Central Sleeping Car Company. This stock 
was sold, according to the account, for $24,- 
000, and the claim of J. D. Prince & Co. was 
satisfied. The objection is raised at this point 
that it was illegal for the executors to 
allow Prince & Co. to sell these se- 
curities, and pay themselves. The 
proceeds, they aver, should have been in- 
cluded in the assets of the estate, and await 
the general distribution, unless an order of 
Court to the contrary was granted. Further 
averment is made that Mr. Travers is partner 
inthe house of J. D. Prince & Co., and that 
the statute from which he derives his authori- 
ty to act as executor does not allow the pay- 
ment of money for his own account, except 
in a mapner prescribed, which, itis alleged, 
was not compiied with in this instance. The 
bread avermentis made thatthe executors 
have not properly managed the affairs of the 
estate in general, and are chargeable with va- 
rious acts of omission and negligence whereby 
money has been lost to the estate. In connec- 
tion with the scanty showing of $14,759 29 to 
offset claims footing up $4,555 19 it is averred 
by the objectors that a number of these claims 
are not lawful liens upon the estate, and 
should be attacked legaily by the executors. 
Among these are deficiency judgments, 
amounting to upward of 116,00), arising from 
tales of property, principally in Saratoga, 
mortgaged by Senator Morrissey. Insutflicient 
interest was taken in these sales, itis elaim- 
ed, to make them profitable to the estate. 
Claims for fully $4,000 more are alleged to 
have no legal basis. 

In fine, it is claimed that there are not, in 
the view of the objectors, more than $25,000 
worth of legitimate claims against the estate 
outstanding, and that if tbe executors had 
used due diligence, as they were required to 
do by law, they would undoubtedly have been 
able to show in their account the collection of 
a sum entirely suflicient to meet every just 
claim, or, at least, to pay the lawful creditors 
a satisfactory dividend, though nothing was 
left for Mrs. Morrissey or Senator Morrissey’s 
sisters. The Objectors are, of course, gentle- 
men who de not wish to appear to desire to

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PERILOUS NAVIGATION. 


Trip of the Dory ‘‘Little. Western“ 
Across the Atlantic. 
{From the New ork Herald. | | 


A dispatch just received from the Herald 
correspondent at the Scilly Islands reports 
that the dory Little Western, with the two 
adventurous mariners forming her crew, 
passed there at a quarter to eleven o’clock 
this morning. The expedition of the Little 
Western, now virtually accomptished, is one 
ofthe most remarkable voyages of modern 
times. Sheis the smallest craft that ever at- 
tempted to cross the Atlantic. Her trip 
proves thatit is not alone the large steam- 
ships and sailing vessels that dare brave the 
dangers of midocean. The Little Western, 
manned by George P. Thomas and Frederiek 
Norman, sailed from Gloucester, Mass., the 
12th of June. She was — spoken on June 
30 in latitude 44, longitude 47, by the British 
steamer Bulgarian. The captain offered to 
take the two men off, but they declined. 

The Little Western was next spoken on July 
10, by the Bromen steamer Neckar. The chief 
officer of the Neckar, inspeaking ofthe inci- 
dent, said: We met the Little Western 
right slap in midocean. It was on the after- 
noon of July 10, shortly after noon, that we 
sighted a tiny speck on the horizon. It wasa 
bright, clear day, buta stiff breeze had started 
the sea in a lively style, so that even the Nec- 
kar heaved about like asick porpoise. You 
can imagine how difficult it was to get, 
through our telescopes, a glimpse of the little 
black atom which danced in the distance. At 
first it was thought that some vessel had run 
into an iceberg and left her crew afloat. The 
captain ordered the lifeboats ready to pick up 
the wrecked men, and all the passengers 
crowded to the rail, eager to see what 
they anticipated would be a dozen or 
more starving sailors. In a few min- 
utes the dark spot provedto be a white one, 
and then we made out a small boat, with 
main, sail and jib set, scudding along at a 
spanking rate. As we approached the tiny 
craft the crew and passengers were thunder- 
struck. It was the strangest sight I ever saw. 
Just think of running across a vessel no big- 
ger than ene of our lifeboats steering on her 
course as though merely cruisingin New York 
Harbor. ‘When we got near enough | saw 
two men on board. The boat was a large dory, 
decked over trimly, and they were seated in 
the hatchway, not seeming to have noticed 
our presence. When the captain yelled 
out to them the two voyagers looked 
up in apparent surprise, and one of 
them cried out, ‘Look out there: in an- 
other minyte we’ll run you down!’ This 
raised alatgh among the passengers, who 
gave three cheers for the two men, who an- 
swered the usual nautical inquiries, This is 
theship Little Western, sailed from East 
Gloucester, Mass., on June 10. We are bound 
for England, and don’t you forget it.“ The 
strangers’ faces were weather-beaten and 
bronzed, but they seamed quite happy. They 
said that the voyage was a pleasant one and 
their boat was storm- proof. Before we left 
them the occupants of the dory refused to 
take any provisions, saying that they were 
well stocked. Asthe two vessels kept to- 
gether the difference in size, added to the in- 
dependent demeanor of the men, made the 
scene humorous.”

Result of One of the Conversions Made 
at Dr. Talmage’s. 
From the New York Sun, 27th. 


Bertha Keneaster, the daughter of Nimrod 
D. Keneaster, a dry goods and notion dealer 
at 572 Fulton street, Brooklyn, who was con- 
verted during the recent exciting revival in 
Dr. Talmage’s Tabernacle, which was con- 
ducted by Mr. Harrison, the evangelist, has 
been insane nearly ever since on the subject 
of religion, and bas several times attempted 
to take her life. Sheistwenty-four years old, 
and was a bright, attractive woman, much 
beloved by her friends. Her father attri- 
butes her insanity directly to the exciting 
methods employed by Mr. Harrison, and de- 
nounces the revivalist for his sensaticnalism. 
The young woman’s sister, however, said 
yesterday that Miss Bertha possessed an ex- 
tremely nervous temperament, which could 
not withstand undue excitement, and it hap- 
pened that the excitement which produced 
such unhappy results was caused by her at- 
tendance upon Mr. Harrison’s services. If 
it had been a circus or a fire,’’ said the sister, 
‘it probably would have been the same 
thing.“ 

Miss Keneaster had been an occasional at- 
tendant at the Tabernacle, but was nota 
member of the church. She went forward to 
the altar one night during Mr. Harrison’s re- 
vival at his personal solicitation. In walking 
up the aisles exhorting the congregation to 
become connected, he saw that Miss Bertha 
was much moved,and he spoke to her and 
offered to go to the front seat with her, where 
a number had already gone to express contri- 
tion for their sins. Her sister was th re the 
same evening, and, seeing that Miss Bertha 
was much excited, anxiously waited for the 
meeting to end. Miss Bertha remained in 
her seat after those about her had gone away, 
and her sister went to ber side. She was 
highly nervous, and was so weak that she 
could scarcely go home. She suffered several 
days from the effects of the excitement, but 
her family did not suspect that her mind was 
becoming unbalanced. Inafew days she 
seemed well again, and she and another sis- 
ter, who intended to join the Tabernacle with 
Miss Bertha, visited the Tabernacle a second 
time.

GOLD OR HUMBUG. 


Ihe Asserted Discovery of Paying 
Mines in Northern New York. 
Claims for discoveries of gold mines 
in the Adirondaek region are filed almost 
daily in the Secretary of State’s office, in Al. 
bany. It may be that many interested per- 
sons are victims ofa delusion, but it is cer. 
tain that they believe that a new Eldorado 
exists in Northern New York. The hotels 
are overrun with gentlemen supposed to be 
capitelists, who are quietly watching the de- 
velopments, and have little to say. The 
Fonda, Johnstown and Gloversville Rail- 
road Company has employed an expert, 
who is makin thorough search for 
valuable minerale, and he expresses the be- 
lief that there are many paying veins or leads 
in Fulton and Hamilten counties, and several 
that have been discovered are said to promise 
very rich yields. Within the past year the 
interest has been constantly growin until at 
present it is nearly at fever heat, and sold is 
the one great topic of conversation in these 
counties. Wild rumors, as a natural. conse- 
quence, are circulated, and claims and coun- 
ter-claims are being made from day to day, 
Some persons are so greedy as to lay claim to 
a whole township, and one or two have tried 
to capture a whole county in order to get the 
entire benefit of whatever bonanza is found 
to exist. Severalinstances have been noted 
where persons have resorted to ‘‘salting” ore 
and claiming a find,“ thereby hoping to sell 

out at a fancy price. 

At Wellstown there is a mine being worked 
by a company of Wisconsin men, which, from 
what can be learned,is paying well. The 
company is working atit steadily, and those 
interested are very reticent as to what success 
they are meeting with. But that they are 
satisfied with past results and confident ofa 
great future is evidenced by the fact tha 
they have refused all offers from persons wish- 
ing to buy stock, and are keeping it all to 
themselves, and further, that they have re- 
cently increased the wages of their employes, 
and have ordered extensive machinerv, with 
which to complete the work of reducing and 
refining on their own grounds. It is reported 
upon good authority that the company is reai- 
izing $150 a ton from the ore. A rich vein has 
also been discovered under the jail at Lake 
Pleasant, within the corporation limits of the 
village of Northville, in Fultcn 
county. This the expert alluded 
to pronounces the richest vein found. 
Pieces picked up at random on the surface 
have been assayed by J. D. Marsh, Govern- 
ment assaver, and found to average $15 +4 
gold and $1 75 silver, a total valuation of $15 04 
to the ton. It is the opinion of the expert 
that the deeper this vein is penetrated 
the richer it will grow, and that it will prove 
the best paying vein in the region, although 
only a few — distant, by the side of a 
brook, in blasting for aspring, another vein 
has been discovered, specimens from which 
have been assayed by two assayers, each of 
whom found his specimen to show a valua- 
tion of much more than $1,900 to the ton. 
The ore is much darker than that from which 
gold is taken in the Western mines, but some 
of it is no doubt very rich in gold, with a pay- 
ing quantity of silver and a liberal sprinkling 
of lead and other minerals. Either gold 
mines which it will pay to work have been 
discovered or one of the most skillful confi- 
dence operations of the age has been devel- 
oped.

An American Locomotive for England. 
[From the Watertown (N. Y.) Times, July 24. 


The fast passenger locomotive, which was 
built by the Baldwin Locomotive Works to 
run between New York and Philadelphia at 
the rate of sixty miles per hour, was day de- 
fore yesterday bought by Mr. F. W. Eames 
for brake trials and tests in England. It will 
be immediately fitted up with the Eames Du- 
plex Automatic Vacuum Brake and shipped 
to London. Mr. Eames proposes, while show- 
ing the action of the Eames brake on railway 
trains at the highest speed possible to attain, 
at the same timeto settle the vexed question 
of the relative superiority of American and 
English locomotives. The locomotive will be 
named Lovett Eames, after the late Lovett 
Eames, father of F. W. Eames, and will be 
ornamented with a fine portrait of its name- 
sake, and also a landscape view of Black Riv- 
er Falls, the Suspension Bridge, and the low- 
er end of Beebee’s Island, showing the works 
of the Eames Vacuum Brake Company. The 
taking of this locomotive to England is an en- 
terprise which not only deeply interests the 
citizens of Watertown, but the entire Ameri- 
can people. The fitting up of this locomotive 
with the necessary brake nxtures and other 
changes to adapt it to the English traffic will 
delay Mr. Eames’ departure until August 14, 
by steamer Britannic.

Eighty per cent of our 
male population is made up of impression- 
able creatures who adore the excitement 
and dissipation of apolitical canvass. Un- 
der the skillfull manipulation of the design- 
ing politician this mass of humanity is eas- 
ily worked up to the belief that human 
liberty isin the balance and that happi- 
ness,prosperity and stability are all depend- 
ent on each particular election. At the out- 
set a lot of sensible people determine that 
they will keep cool and take things easy. 
Soon the blatherskites and the mud-sling- 
ers begin their work. Recrimination and 
taunt follow each other. Candidates are 
abused and parties arraigned, and in a few 
weeks the citizen who swore that he felt 
no interest jn the result has joined the 
„Michael Shandley Association,“ the 
PDemecrat Blues,“ or the Loyal Sut- 
lers,“ and is marching about the streets 
making an exhibition of himself and shout- 
ing like a Kaftir for his favorite candidate.

OUR POLICE. 

Officer Colemam, a good and efficient 
policeman who has grown old in the ser- 
vice of the city, has been lamed for life by 
a drunken negro whom it was his duty to 
arrest. The patrolman was one of the four 
men to whom are confided the very worst 
district in St. Louis. The region bounded 
by the Levee and Eleventh, by Elm and 
Cerre, is the common ground of all the 
law-breaking elements of the town. 
Here gather the thieves and bur 
glars, the roughs and hoodlums and the 
vHest prostitutes, the only respectable 
part of the population being the negro 
roustabouts off the river. Dens of infamy 
dot every street and alley inthis district 
and rot-gut whisky, flery brandy and stale 
beer provide a very sufficient stimulus for 
the law-breaking propensities of the deni- 
zens. There is one thing that each of these 
tramps puts before him as the summit of his 
ambition, and that is to ‘‘slug a cop’’—to 
beat a policeman. It makes them heroes 
in their own minds and among their neigh- 
bors’, and it was in pursuance of this 
high aim that Harry Wiedley broke Officer 
Coleman’s arm. The officer Shot him after- 
wards, before he would allow himself to 
be arrested, and the only pity is that the 
policeman’s aim was not directed to a more 
vital part. Something will have to be done 
to strengthen the hands of the patrolmen. 
The idea of policing a region containing at 
least two thousand dangerous characters 
with four officers is simply absurd; and 
even with the small force at their control 
the authorities should at once place more 
men on these beats. In a sim- 
ilar region in the Third District 
Captain Huebler has doubled the men on 
each round. The police should receive 
much warmer support. than they get from 
the police justices. In one court the men 
have quit preferring the charge of resisting 
an Officer because they say it is tanta- 
mount to a discharge for the prisoner; and 
in a hundred other ways their hands are 
tied and their proceedings hampered by 
the ill-timed leniency of the courts. The 
policeman has hard and dangerous work to 
do, for which he gets little pay and no 
thanks, and until thereisa much more 
healthy public sentiment at work he 
will continue defending peace and property 
in the city at the risk of his limbs and his 
life, while if prompt and severe punishment 
followed resistance to the officers their dan- 
gers would be much lessened and their work 
made more effective. There are safeguards 
enough against the police and as a matter ef 
common justice there should be a few safe- 
guards for the police.

THE AFGHAN WAR. 

Recent events in Afghanistan would seem 
to prove that much of the British confidence 
in Abdurrahman IThan as a panacea for the 
ills of the nation was misplaced. General 
Burrows, with a brigade of three thousand 
men, has been utterly annihilated by twelve 
thousand men under Ayoob Khan. Major- 
General Primrose is hurriedly collecting 
his forces and getting within the citadel of 
Candahar, the telegraph lines are cut, a re- 
lief column is pushing toward Candahar 
and every detail of a very pretty quarrel 
indeed is being worked out. It is highly 
probable that there will be some wild work 
in Afghanistan before the summer is over. 
The Afghans are proving their right to 
their warlike reputation and Ayoob Khan 
is demonstrating the fact that he is a lead- 
er of no mean ability. Of course the end 
is very plain. The rebels will be stamped 
out with the irom heel and England's grasp 
on the land will become only the firmer. 
The common sense view of the Eastern 
troubles which periodically disturb the 
British Empire is that they are whol- 
ly unnecessary. England has no 
more call to be wasting her 
blood and treasure in the arid heats 
of India or the sickly marshes of Africa 
than has America. Supposing Indla does 
go—and really her going is only a question 
of time—the country will be simply changed 
from a partner to a customer; Britain will 
have none of the expense of ruling and 
all of the profit of trading. No Empire can

ernment through birth and breeding, but 
they are no elements of strength 
to England, and the Liberals recognize 
the fact that ifthe colonies were to wan- 
der off into independence the Empire 
would be none the worse. India and 
Africa are really dangerous and worse 
than useless dependencies; they give 
nothing to Great Britain but a market, 
and that they give, too, to the rest of the 
world. Britain can hold the monopoly 
of the trade just as long, and no longer, 
than she can undersell the rest of the 
world. In the meantime, however, the 
English mind has become saturated with 
the idea that India is the one 
thing to be hoped for, prayed for, 
fought for, and she will, after her good 
old-fashioned obstinacy, hold on to her 
idol as long as she has a soldier or a piece 
of money left to fight with.

Tue American paper manufacturers 
have been holding a convention at Sar- 
atoga. There, surrounded by the evidences 
of wealth and luxury and depressed by 
copious drafts of Hathorn water, they 
have mingled their griefs over the sad 
condition of the paper trade. The fact 
that there never was such a demand for 
paper in the country as now and that the 
manufacturers were never more pros- 
perous, could not even dispel the gloom 
which gathered about their brows. A few 
months ago, taking advantage of the 
great demand, they shoved the price of 
paper up tothe old war figures. Under 
this stimulus the mills met the demand 
and the scale adjusted itself. There 
was a decline. It is this untoward event 
that has alarmed the owners. Having 
tasted the sweets of big profits, they are 
loth to return to a normal condition of 
things. One gentleman at the meeting said 
clared that there were too many paper mills 
in the country.He estimated the excess fat 
about ten percent. There was much talk 
of imitating the nail manufacturers, by 
having the mills shut down occasionally, 
thus shortening the supply and keeping 
up prices. It was finally agreed that 
sound morality, hygienic considerations 
andthe avarice of manufacturers all re- 
quired that the paper mills of this country 
should cease to weave’ the snowy fabric 
on the Holy Sabbath Day. All mills are 
requested to close between the hours of 
6 p. m. on Saturdays and 6 a. m. on Mon- 
days. By this arrangement mill hands will 
have an opportunity to seek the consola- 
tion or rum of true religion, as Byron 
puts it, the supply of paper will be ma- 
terially reduced and the manufacturers 
will be able to keepup an advance of a 
cent or two per pound in the product. 
When sound morality and worldly profit 
go together in this way it is sweet and 
refreshing to behold. 


SIMON CAMERON is reported as saying 
that he never reads modern Democratic 
platforms.

When a fire occurs, the metal that unites the 
disc and seals the nozzles melts, the cord is 
broken, the valve opens and the water enters 
the pipes, and, the nozzles being unsealed, a 
line spray is distributed over the fire and no- 
where else, and it is at once extinguished. 
An alsrm is sounded that some one may come 
and sbut off the water.

Ifa 
fire were to occur in the front part of a room 
fifty feet deep, no damage would oceur from 
either tireor water to merchandise in the 
middle of the room, no matter how slow or 
how rapid the ure.
